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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Note 
the final office action for the examiner's position. In particular, regarding applicant's argument that the signpost object of Moons is not 
created in response to establishment of the migrating object at the new position (remarks, page 4), Moons is not relied on to teach this 
feature which is met by La Porta. Regarding applicant's argument that La Porta does not teach fonwarder object as it does not re-route 
messages nor is it created after there has been establishment of the process at the new location (remarks, page 4). The examiner 
disagrees. As to re-routing messages. La Porta is not relied on to teach this feature which is met by Moons (See rejection of claim 1 with 
respect to Moons for detailed discussion). As to "created after there has been establishment of the process at the new location ", this is 
met by La Porta, col. 8, lines 4-6 which states "In our case, we create a temporary stub which stores any arriving messages during the 
migration phase, and forwards them to the migrated process after it has stabilized." Clearly, the fonwarder object / temporary stub of La 
Porta is created after the establishment of the migrated process at the new location ("after it has stabilized"). 
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
